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BYU  Policy  Ad  Runs 
In  Seattle  Newspapers 


A statement  reiterating  BYU’s 
policy  toward  blacks  and  other 
minority  groups  appeared  as  a 
full-page  advertisement  in  today’s 
“Seattle  Post-Intelligencer.”  The 
same  advertisement  also  appeared 
in  Monday’s  “Seattle  Times.” 

The  statement,  by  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  is  scheduled 
to  appear  in  other  Seattle-area 
newspapers.  It  is  given  in  response 
to  University  of  Washington 
groups  that  have  called  for  a 
severing  of  ties  with  BYU. 

Groups  at  other  western 
universities  have  called  for  cutting 
ties  with  BYU,  and  that  action 
already  has  been  taken  by 
Stanford  University. 

Chief  complaint  of  protestors  is 
the  Mormon  Church  policy  which 
denies  the  priesthood  to  blacks. 

Wilkinson  denied,  as  he  has 
repeatedly  in  the  past,  that  BYU 
policies  discriminate  against 
blacks  or  any  other  minority 
group. 

“ . . . And  there  is  not  one  iota 
of  evidence  to  indicate  that  the 
Mormon  Church  interferes  with 
the  civil  rights  of  any  person,” 
said  Wilkinson.  “Black  members 
of  the  Mormon  Church  do  not 
object  to  it.  The  objection  is 
raised  by  Blacks  who  are  not 
members  of  that  Church  and  who, 
therefore,  would  have  no  desire  to 

hold  the  Mormon  priesthood.  It  is 
therefore  obvious  that  this 
doctrine  does  not  discriminate 


either  civilly  or  religiously  against 
those  who  are  questioning  it.” 

The  statement  was  released 
Wilkinsop  said,  because  “BYU  has 
always  had  excellent  relations 
with  the  University  of 
Washington,  and  hopes  that  a free  • 
and  open  exchange  of  ideas  and 
activities  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  athletics  may  continue 
between  these  fine  universities. 

“However,  since  organizations, 
both  on  and  off  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  Washington 
continue  to  publicize  as  fact  their 
personal  interpretation  of  certain 
policies  and  practices  of  BYU  and 
the  Mormon  Church,  I believe  it  is 
proper  and  highly  important  to  let 
the  people  of  the  state  of 
Washington  know  exactly  what 
those  policies  and  practices 
actually  are.” 

Wilkinson  outlined  the  policy  of 
admission  to  BYU  which  he  said 
“in  no  way  restricts  anyone  from 
attending  because  of  the  color  of 
his  skin  or  his  national  origin.” 

Wilkinson  said  the  Mormon 
Church  rejects  discrimination 
because  of  color. 

However,  he  said  “There  is  a 
religious  belief  confirmed  by  each 
prophet  of  The  Church  that 
blacks  of  African  lineage  may  not, 
at  the  present  time,  hold  the 
priesthood,  but  that  the  time  will 
come  when  they  ‘will  be  given  the

Full-Page  Ads  Spread 
Y Message  Northward 

A most  important  step  was  taken  yesterday  in  the  area  of  minorities 
and  civil  rights  as  they  relate  to  BYU.  This  much-needed  position  paper 
was  released  by  President  Wilkinson  and  his  top-level  advisers  and 
clarifies  in  detail  the  position  of  the  University  in  this  most  troubled 
area  of  race  relations. 

To  make  the  paper  effective  and  bring  it  to  the  largely  uninformed 
majority  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  the  University  has  purchased  full 
page  ads  in  many  of  the  major  dailies  in  both  western  Washington  and 
western  Oregon.  This  undoubtedly  will  have  far-reaching  beneficial 
effects. 

This  is  one  of  the  first  of  many  steps  that  BYU.  must  take  if  we  are  to 
ever  have  our  story  told  in  an  effective  fashion  to  others.  We  commend 
and  encourage  the  Administration  and  those  far-thinking  individuals 
involved  and  pledge  whatever  help  we  might  be  able  to  lend  in  this  vital 
struggle. 

Too  long  have  we  depended  upon  others  to  defend  and  explain  what 
BYU  is  really  like.  Depending  on  others  in  this  area  has  merely 
magnified  our  difficulties.  Activities  such  as  this  paper  and  making  its 
contents  known  will  insure  that  misunderstandings  which  have  been  the 
rule  in  the  past  will  now  hopefully  become  the  exception. 

While  unable  to  print  the  entire  paper  because  of  space  limitations, 
we  reprint  some  of  the  more  salient  points  with  the  hope  that  the 
student  body  will  better  be  able  to  understand  and  thereby  support  the 
positions  taken  by  the  University  and  the  Church. 

Extracts 

“There  are  two  specifics  which  need  to  be  claried.  The  first,  and  the 
only  relevant  question,  is:  what  are  the  actual  policies  and  practices  at 
BYU  as  they  relate  to  inter-collegiate  activity  and  civil  rights?  The 
second,  although  completely  irrelevant  as  to  the  relationship  of 
universities,  is:  what  are  the  religious  beliefs,  in  theory  and  practice,  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon)  as  to  civil 
rights  and  the  treatment  of  minority  groups? 

During  the  current  semester,  students  from  every  state  and  more  than 
a thousand  students  from  57  foreign  countries  have  selected  BYU  as  the 
university  of  their  choice.  Their  color  ranges  from  black  to  brown  to 
yellow  to  white,  their  religious  affiliation  from  Islam  to  Hindu  to 
Roman  Catholic  to  Protestant  to  Mormon.  To  our  knowledge  there  are 
few,  if  any,  universities  in  the  United  States  that  have  tried  harder  to 
make  minority-group  and  foreign  students  more  welcome. 

SUPPORT  OF  BYU’S  POSITION.  When  the  National  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Colored  People  (NAACP)  in  Tucson,  Ariz.,  asked 
the  administration  of  the  University  of  Arizona  to  terminate  relations 
with  BYU,  President  Harvill  of  that  institution  replied: 

“Under  no  circumstances  will  the  University  of  Arizona  concern  itself 
with  an  examination  of  the  religious  doctrines  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  or  of  any  other  church.  Although  any 
individual  is  entitled  to  express  any  belief  that  he  may  have  regarding 
the  religious  doctrines  of  a group,  I cannot  conceive  of  anything  more 
ill-advised  than  for  responsible  representatives  of  a university  to  express 
views  and  take  action  officially  with  respect  to  the  religious  doctrines 
of  a church.” 

In  an  opinion  dated  March  10,  1970,  the  Assistant  Attorney  General 
of  the  State  of  Washington  stated, 

“Although  the  Mormon  Church  is  the  sponsor  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  BYU  itself  does  not  engage  in  any  racially  discriminatory 
practices. 

“Since  the  only  evidence  the  University  has  concerning  Brigham 
Young  University’s  racial  practices  is  that  it  DOES  NOT 
DISCRIMINATE  on  the  basis  of  race,  the  University  cannot  declare  a 
policy  of  refusal  to  engage  in  activities  with  BYU  solely  because  of  a 
creed  of  its  religious  sponsor,  regardless  of  how  strongly  individuals 
may  disagree  with  that  religious  creed.”

When  the  island  was  first 
purchased,  there  were  3,000 
inhabitants.  The  drastic  decrease 
in  population  may  be  due  in  part 
to  intermarriages  which  have  been 
going  on  for  the  past  153  years. 

There  are  a few  Niihauanas  who 
have  left  the  island  to  marry 
non-Niihauans,  but  they  have  not 
been  allowed  back  on  the  island. 
Among  these  people  is  Tom’s  twin 
sister. 

The  islanders  are  primarily 


members  of  the  Episcopalian 
Church  and  of  the  Republican 
Party,  a decision  made  by  Kanake 
Kanahele  I. 

“The  only  modern  convenience 
on  the  island  is  the  kerosene 
lamp,”  Tom  said,  “and  the  people 
eat  most  of  their  food  raw,  which 
includes  fish,  birds,  mutton,  beef, 
sweet  potatoes  and  a variety  of 
tropical  fruit  and  vegetables.” 

When  asked  if  he  would  change 
any  of  the  island  policies  made  by 
his  grandfather,  Tom  said,  “I  will 
leave  the  rules  exactly  as  they  are, 
and  make  sure  to  leave  everyone 
else  out  of  Niihau.”

right  to  hold  the  priesthood.’ 

“Even  before  that  day  comes,” 
said  Wilkinson,  “we  are  reminded 
by  the  very  core  of  our  beliefs 
that  all  men  are  brothers,  that 
those  who  do  not  hold  the 
priesthood— our  women,  young 
children,  blacks,  all 
non-members— are  as  precious  in 
the  sight  of  God  as  those  who  do. 

“Should  UW  embark  on  a 
program  of  looking  into  the 
religious  beliefs  of  the  sponsoring 
churches  of  other  universities  it 
would  have  many  problems  to 
solve.  Would  it,  for  instance, 
refuse  to  play  Notre  Dame 
because  some  militant  Protestant 
students  object  to  Pope  Paul  Vi’s 
position  with  respect  to 
priesthood,  or  celibacy,  or 
divorce,  or  birth  control;  or  would 
UW  refuse  to  play  an  Episcopalian 
institution  if  some  militants  might 
object  to  that  church  not 
permitting  women  to  hold  the 
priesthood  or  become  Bishops?” 

Wilkinson  added  that  the 
position  of  BYU  has  been  upheld 
by  the  U.S.  District  Court  for  the 
District  of  Wyoming  in  a formal 
opinion  March  26  by  federal 
Judge  Ewing  T.  Kerr.

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Confidence 
is  Reward 
Of  Course 

“I’ve  always  been  proud  to  be 
an  Indian— but  I have  never  felt 
this  pride  with  greater  feeling  than 
when  I finished  the  outdoor 
survival  course.” 

This  is  the  feeling  of  Louella 
Mahone,  Miss  Indian  BYU,  who 
once  took  Youth  Leadership  480 
and  is  now  the  head  girl  instructor 
for  the  course. 

Youth  Leadership  480,  “A 
Chance  to  Survive”  is  a 
coeducational,  26  day,  five  credit 
hour  outdoor  survival  course 
offered  four  times  during  the 
year. 

The  course  is  often  used  with 
the  Indian  education  program 
because  it  can  build 
self-confidence  which,  Louella 
says,  many  Indian  students  lack. 

“For  many  Indian  students 
attending  BYU— it  is  their  first 
time  away  from  the  reservation. 
They  aren’t  used  to  going  to 
school  with  white  people,  they  get 
discouraged  and  it  becomes  hard 
to  keep  up  with  studies.  If  this 
happens  we  try  to  work  out  a plan 
where  the  student  can  go  on  this 
course,”  Louella  explained. 

The  course  has  proven  helpful 
to  those  who  have  taken  it  for 
those  reasons.  Louella  gave  several 
examples  of  Indian  students  who 
were  failing  in  school,  but  after 
completing  the  course  did  very 
well. 

‘‘I  received  so  much 
self-confidence  from  the  course. 
This  was  one  reason  I was  able  to 
run  for  Miss  Indian  BYU.  You 
realize  you  can  do  things  you 
thought  you  couldn’t  do,  and  that 
you  can  do  about  anything  you 
set  your  mind  to  doing,”  Louella 
said.  “You  certainly  realize  that 
opening  a book  isn’t  as  hard  as 
walking.” 

During  the  26  day  wilderness 
expedition  the  students  walk 
about  300  miles  on  foot.  The  first 
two  weeks  are  concentrated  on 
building  up  the  student’s 
endurance.  The  students  literally 
force  themselves  to  exceed  their 
limits  in  hiking,  walking,  etc. 

During  the  third  week,  food 
packs,  which  students  previously 
had,  are  no  longer  given.  They 
must  survive  off  the  land.  They 
have  no  guns— only  pocket  knives. 
The  students  end  up  eating 
berries,  fish,  roots,  mice  and 
snakes. 

The  students  go  on  a set  route 
with  no  instructor  during  the 
fourth  week.  The  instructors  meet 
them  at  the  end  of  the 
destination. 

The  last  three  days  of  the 
course  is  a “solo.”  Each  student 
spends  three  days  and  nights  by 
himself.  He  can  fast,  read,  think 
or  do  anything  he  wants  as  long  as 
he  is  alone— depriving  no  one  else 
of  privacy. 

Louella  thought  about  her 
ancestors  during  her  “solo.”  She 
could  visualize  them  living, 
playing,  working  and  wondered  if 
they  ever  thought  about  the 
future. 

“I  realized  how  rough  it  was  for 
my  ancestors  to  live  here  in  the 
wilderness  and  I’ll  always 
appreciate  them  more  after  I ate 
the  things  they  ate  and  lived  like 
they  did.” 

The  course  is  a real  challenge. 
Many  students  want  to  go  back 
after  the  first  day,  but  if  they 
stick  it  out  they  can  gain  things 
that  can  never  be  gained  from  a 
book.  According  to  Louella,  “You 
learn  to  appreciate  little  things 
taken  for  granted-water,  food, 
shelter.  You  find  yourself— what 
you  really  are.  You  find  reality.”
